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N JUNE 4, 1944 I was called to 
Bryte, a suburb of Sacramento, 
California, to assist at the funeral serv- 
ices of Nicolai Alexandrovich Zelinsky, 
who was born in Poland... and who, 
soon after his conversion at the age of 
18, began ‘to preach the Gospel through- 
out Russia. During the last years of 
his life, until he reached the age of 80, 
he served as the Pastor of the Russian 
Church at Bryte, which is thickly popu- 
lated by Russian immigrants. 


While I was Minister at Napa, Cali- . 


fornia many years ago, I 

















received a letter from En- 
senada, Baja _ California, 
Mexico, requesting that I 
visit this Preacher who had 
been refused entrance into 
the United States at the port 
of San Francisco, because 
the quota of Russian immi- 
grants had been filled. This

and whose life was char- 





to visit a number of leading Churches 
in America. I interpreted for them con- 
veying the greetings which these Breth- 
ren brought from the great fellowship of 
New Testament Christians in Russia, 
wherever we went. We also were in- 
vited to the White House where Presi- 
dent Taft granted a lengthy interview 
to the delegation, and later met Champ 
Clark, Vice President Sherman, and 
many other notables of “like precious 
faith” in the Capitol building at Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


When Pastor Alexjeff, one 
of the most educated mem- 
bers of the Russian delega- 
tion returned to Siberia, he 
told Zelinsky of the fine 
Christian hospitality this 
group enjoyed in America. 
He also told him about the 
young preacher by whose 
interpretations they were 














able to make themselves 





despite the fact that our 
Constitution guarantees asylum to vic- 
tims of religious persecution. Zelinsky 
had with him about 20 members of his 
family, consisting of a son and wife, 
two daughters and their husbands and 
their children. It took more ‘than a year 
for this letter to reach me. 


During the meeting of the Baptist 
World Alliance held in Baptist Temple 
at Philadelphia in 1911, I met Pastor 
Alexjeff from Siberia, an exile who had 
come to that convention as a delegate. 
About fifteen other Russians who spent 





many years in prison and Siberian 
exile, because of their adherence to the 
Gospel of Christ, were being entertained 
by Dr. Russell Conwell, the brilliant 
preacher and founder of Temple Uni- 
versity. I interpreted into English the 
addresses made by these men at this 
great gathering. 


The Russian delegation felf very 
much at home in the pure Christian 
atmosphere and the warmth of heart 
which characterized that convention. 
Arrangements were made for the group 





understood to the large crowds which 
greeted them everywhere. I had lived 
in Russia a number of years and mas- 
tered the Russian language. 


Bolshevism became more and more 
entrenched in Zelinsky’s unfortunate 
country and he hoped to escape further 
persecution. He wanted to come to 
America. Pastor Alexjeff gave him my 
address. He addressed me at Newark, 
New Jersey where I had previously 
lived. It was forwarded to a College in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, where I sub- 
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sequently became Dean. After being 
sent from there to Milwaukee and 
Omaha, it finally reached me at Napa, 
California. I was urged to visit the Rus- 
sian colony in Ensenada, Mexico and 
to bring with me, if possible, some com- 
modities which they were denied there. 
The Church in Napa generously con- 
tributed clothing, tools, and other things. 
I started out for Ensenada, an automo- 
bile filled with supplies that taxed its 
capacity. It was under these circum- 
stances that I first met Pastor Zelinsky. 








I heard from his lips the story of his 
tragic but heroic life. I was thrilled 
with his missionary exploits. Soon aft- 
‘er conversion, Zelinsky, who preached 
the Gospel with fervor to the Russian 
people at Kameno-Podolsk in Tsarist 
Russia, was arrested and condemned 
to several months of imprisonment. 
When released he continued his minis- 
try with even greater zeal for another 
year. He was again arrested and con- 
demned to banishment into Siberia. 


The long trek to that desolate section 
of Russia was made in company of sev- 
eral hundred other prisoners who were 

* chained together, each being compelled 
to carry a heavy iron ball. Zelinsky, 
his faithful wife and one child, were 
forced to follow a caravan in horse- 
drawn vehicles. They were forced to 
pay -for the transportation of his wife. 
On this long and torturous journey the 
prisoners were cruelly beaten. The 
guards took special notice of the zealous 
young Preacher in their convoy. He 
was beaten into insensibility. Once he 
was clubbed so severely that blood 
oozed from his mouth, nose and ears. 
He was left behind in a dying condi- 
tion, but later rallied and finally re- 
joined his fellow sufferers. His wife 
was not permitted to stay with him 
when he was left on the ground sup- 
posedly dying. Returning to the con- 
vict convoy voluntarily, the guards were 
so impressed with his sincerity that they 
allowed him to continue his preaching 
and singing of Gospel hymns for the 





rest of the journey. By the time they 
reached their destination some of them, 
and several of the prisoners accepted 
Christ and were baptized. 


Zelinsky encountered the fury of the 
officials who soon learned of these con- 
versions, but he never lost his zeal and 
in spite of new punishments and con- 
finements in Siberian prisons, continued 
to sing and preach in prison and the 
exile places. People were converted 
wherever the good man went. In more 
than fifty years of banishment in Si- 
beria, he never missed on opportunity 
to establish a New Testament Church. 


Many houses of prayer were erected 
on the plains and in the forests of that 
dreary land. Hundreds of people at- 
tended the meetings and even though 
Zelinsky was not permitted to remain 
very long in one place, he continued 
to preach and baptize the converts 
wherever he was forced to live. Once 
his humble home, built from logs from 
the taiga forest, was destroyed by 
enemy arsonists. In all his persecu- 
tions and sufferings he never lost his 
testimony or gave any thought to re- 
venge. The land which he cleared and 
tilled brought forth in such abundance 
that he became prosperous in spite of 
all the opposition he encountered. 


When the Bolsheviks came into power 
in 1917 after Admiral Kolchak was de- 
feated by the Red hordes, Zelinsky and 
his family were forced to flee into the 
Urga-mountain territory in Mongolia. 
There, too, he soon established himself 
and continued to preach the Gospel to 
native Mongolians and White Russian 
refugees. The fertile soil was adapted 
for wheat raising. He was a progres- 
sive farmer and became well estab- 
lished within less than three years. He 
founded a new church which soon grew 
in influence and power. But during the 
year 1925 the Communists also pene- 
trated into Outer Mongolia. Zelinsky 
was again forced to flee. 


His co-worker, Alexjeff, the Preacher 
whom I met in Philadelphia, was appre- 
hended and cruelly executed by the 
Bolsheviks. Zelinsky, who watched from 
a distance, said they disrobed him on 
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a frozen river. Then his eyes were 
gouged cut and his nose and ears cut 
of. His fingers too were cut off. There- 
upon, his tormentors forced him to 
stand and be shot, the body being left 
for wolves to devour. Zelinsky man- 
aged to escape on the back of a pony. 
He had with him a small supply of food, 
and 500 Russian rubles. The family had 
to be left behind. Native Christian 
friends kept them in seclusion. His des- 
tination was the port of Darien in Man- 
churia. From there he hoped to make 
arrangements to rescue his loved ones 
and to cross over into Japan. 


On the long journey through the Mon- 
golian mountains his money bag, which 
had been fastened under the saddle of 
his small horse was lost or stolen. His 
situation seemed hopeless as the food 
supply dwindled. After several days of 
strenuous travel he found it impossible 
to continue. Hobbling his horse he 
threw himself on the ground beside the 
road and cried to God in despair. The 
nearest human habitation in this moun- 
tain vastness of Mongolia was over a 
hundred miles away. He prayed all 
that night. When dawn came he fell 
asleep. 


As the sun rose high, Zelinsky told 
me, a tall man touched his shoulder 
asking him for his destination. He re- 
lated to him his misfortunes and loss of 
money. The stranger expressed sur- 
prise at his unbelief and appeared to 
know more about Zelinsky’s life than 
he supposed. “Have you lost confi- 
dence in the God who has always de- 
livered you out of distress in the past?” 
the visitor asked. He continued, “Has 
God not proven Himself true to the 
promises contained in His word?” Hav- 
ing said this, the stranger disappeared 
in the distance. Zelinsky repented of 
his unbelief and sought forgiveness. 
Now a deep joy flooded his soul. 


He mounted the pony and continued 
on his journey, confident that God 
would supply every need. He praised 
the Lord for this new assurance and con- 
tinued on his journey singing. The 
rest of this incident was told me by one 
of his sons-in-law, now a prosperous 
business man in San Francisco. 


Zelinsky had gone only a few miles 
when he observed a glittering object on 
the mountain side. He investigated and 
to his great surprise found a large gold 
nugget which he placed upon the 
saddle and continued. God had won- 
derfully delivered him out of a desper- 
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ate condition. The nugget proved of 
sufficient value to bring his entire family 
to Darien, then to Japan and finally to 
the North American continent. And he 
did not die a poor man. 


Passage to San Francisco was ob- 
tained on a Japanese steamer. How- 
ever, on arrival at the Port of San Fran- 
cisco, the refugees were notified that 
they could not land. Before leaving 
they dispatched a letter to my old ad- 
dress at Newark, N. J. The Japanese 
did not wish to take Russian refugees 
back to Japan and instead landed them 
in the dark of night on the shores of 
Mazatlan, Mexico. 


Zelinsky and his family made huts 
out of the flotsam and jetsam of the 
Pacific. At first their diet consisted 
mainly of fish and cactus pears. They 
soon were able to buy cattle and land. 
For forty years prior to the Zelinsky 
families arrival in Ensenada lower Cali- 
fornia, where they finally settled, there 
had not been sufficient rain to raise 
grain. Now torrents came down with 
increasing volume. The wheat crop that 
year was sufficient to supply the entire 
state. A flour mill was built and a 
ready market found for the farm prod- 
ucts produced by the new Russian 
colony. 


An Indian woman named Maria 





Magdalena Colorado told me she had 
never seen the desert as beautiful and 
green in her 104 years of life in that part 
of the country. God prospered His serv- 
ant and Zelinsky gave God the glory. 


When I arrived at Zelinsky’s Mexican 
settlement in 1927 I was under the im- 
pression that this “Swiss Family Robin- 
son” needed help from our Brethren in 
America. The clothing, shoes and bed- 
ding, scissors and twine, knives and 
other utensils were badly needed, but 
Zelinsky would not accept charity. He 
put into my hands Mexican gold coins, 
way out of proportion to the value of 
the things I had brought. When I re- 
fused to take this money I learned from 
one of his sons-in-law the unusual source 
of the old man’s wealth. 


In all his dealings with the men 
whom he contacted, Zelinsky never for- 
got to preach Christ to them. He strove 
to be at peace with his fellows as he 
was at peace with God. It was refresh- 
ing to notice that he had about him an 
atmosphere of holiness and Christian 
fortitude. His animals did not fear him. 
I never before had seen a man who 
could go to a beehive, extract the honey 
and handle bees like he did. He never 
was stung. He was a man who loved 
nature and growing things. He wrote 
many poems and Gospel songs, which 
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are being used even now by Russian 
Christians wherever they are scattered. 
I thank God for the privilege of having 
come to know this prince among the 
Ministers of the Gospel of Christ. 








Nicolai Alexandrovich Zelinsky has 
now gone to be with the Lord, but his 
works still follow him. The influence of 
this great man of God will continue in 
old Russia until the day of Grace shall 
end. 


This writer was instrumental in bring- 
ing the Zelinsky group to the United 
States. All the members of this family 
have become respectable and. thrifty 
citizens. Some of the grandsons be- 
came officers in the United States Army. 
All of them are college graduates. 


When the Lord Jesus Christ will come 
to gather His jewels from “the four cor- 
ners of the earth,” thousands of re- 
deemed Russian saints who served the 
Master in times of great tribulations will 
be in that innumerable company of 
those “who have washed their robes 
white in the blood of the Lamb”... and 
who accepted the Saviour through the

Peter, Stay In The Ship

UR SCRIPTURE LESSON is found in 
Matthew 14:22-33. 


We are taught in this passage, the 
majesty of the will of the Lord, the fact 
that “little faith” brings disastrous de- 
feat: and that sublime, trustful faith 
which takes Him at His Word and stays 
in the ship, has, like Mary, who sat at 
His feet, chosen the better part. 


Peter’s doubt was spoken in the ship 
before he got down out of it, to walk on 
the water: and Jesus rebuked him for 
his “little faith” and “doubt,” and then 
tenderly reached out His hand and 
rescued the impetuous, emotional man 
as he was actually sinking. 


This story of Peter trying to walk on 
the water has suffered terrible exegetical 
torture. It has been mutilated and dis- 
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torted by sentimental nonsense, and 
has invariably been discussed as if 
Peter, or any other disciple is a hero, 
who disregards the revealed will of the 
Lord, and feels able to make sugges- 
tions and propositions to Him — even 
changing His will—for the faulty, un- 
sound, presumptuous will of conceited 
and vain humanity. 


JESUS GAVE DIRECTIONS 


The key verse in the lesson is verse 
22, which begins the unfolding of this 
most illuminating story in clear unmis- 
takable language. 


“Rnd straightway Jesus constrained 
(Greek enagkasen, commanded, com- 











pelled) his disciples to get into the ship, 
for EVERY 
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and to go before him unto the other side, 
while he sent the multitudes away.” 


A captain issues commands, and mili- 
tary orders are for instant obedience. 
Jesus Christ is the Captain of our Sal- 
vation. The proper rendering of the key 
verse of the lesson is, “And immediately 
Jesus commanded His disciples to get 
into the ship and go.” The ship is His 
will. His orders ran:

2. “And go!” the fact of a journey 
established. 
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3. “To the other side,” the destination 
revealed. 


There is no room for argument. The 
disciples were given clear instructions.

I have sailed the seven seas, and I 
have made it my hard and fast rule to 
stay in the ship. I never get out to push 
or experiment in walking on the water. 
I want to reach my destination, there- 
fore, I turn the control of the ship over 
to those in whose hands it has been 
placed by proper authorities. 


May God burn into your heart the 
fact, that. the mode of transportation was 
definitely fixed for all the disciples in- 
cluding Peter. No word was spoken by 
Christ about those men walking upon 
the water, or organizing a water Mara- 
thon. The command, the will of the 
Lord was, “Get into the ship, and go to 
the other side.”

Verse 24: “But the ship was now in 
the midst of the sea, tossed with the 
waves: for the wind was contrary.” 


These are days when all ships are 
tossed with waves, the winds of the 
great final apostasy are blowing a ty- 
phoon down upon the whole world, as 
upon all evangelical believers. 


The fury of hell is loose, the perplexi- 
ties are blistering, the opposition of hell- 
ish Modernism, Communism, Atheism, 
Nazism, and Fascism, rabid degenerat- 
ing paganism, blows hard against every 
child of God.

Satisfy your 
hunger, give me a physical, sensuous 
proof of your spiritual claims, and I will 
believe you are the One you claim to 
be. The Creator spake and it was done. 
(Psalm 933:6-9). Can you speak the 
Creative Word? Prove it!” 


Peter said: “Lord, if it be thou.” Here 
is ruinous, rank, rotten, insolent, insult- 
ing. wicked, unbelief. Doubting the 
words of Jesus Christ. Certainly Jesus 
did not change His voice into so weird 
falsetto tone to frighten or disturb His 
disciples. Could He have spoken like 
this? “Be of good cheer; it is I, be not 
afraid.” (Spoken in an absurd falsetto 
tone by Dr. Oliver.) 


Had Jesus thus spoken, they might 
well have doubted His claims. We know 
our relatives and friends by their voices. 
The disciples had heard Jesus speak 
time after time. Peter’s “if’ indicated 
the fact of the presence of the tempter, 
who was then seeking to sift Peter as 
wheat. 


Peter was full of doubt and unbelief. 
His “if proves it. What right did he 
have to require Jesus Christ to degener- 
ate spiritual phenomena to the level of 
the five senses, accepting the philosophy 
of the devil, which all modernists, infi- 
dels and other pagans parade as 
scholarship and science? The devil and 
his motley family all demand a physical 
proof of spiritual facts. Vanity pre- 
sumption and conceit run mad! 


Peter, you are in bad company say- 
ing, “Lord, if it be thou.” 


The Roman soldiers said: “If thou be 
the king of the Jews, save thyself.” 


The impenitent blasphemous thief on 
the Cross said: “If thou be Christ, save 
thyself and us.” 


The devil said: “If thou be the Son of 
God, command this stone that 
made bread.” 


The “if’ was never used by the 
mother of Jesus, His friends, or those 
having spiritual discernment. It was 
only used by His enemies! Peter was 
therefore tempted, sorely tried, beset by 
dark, deep, devilish doubt; out of which 
comes conceit, vanity, presumption and 
excess of riot, or emotional and glandu- 
lar storms.

LEARNING PAINFUL LESSONS 


Verse 29: Jesus said, “Come.” Why 
did He say “Come?” Was Jesus thrilled 
by this flash of genius, or by this evi- 
dence of the elements of the heroic in 
Peter, the brilliant philosophical dis- 
ciple? Here Peter was a foolosopher. 
“The way of a fool is right in his own 
eyes.” (Proverbs 12:15). 


Did the Lord discount the value of 
honest obedience as Peter did? No! Then 
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why did Jesus say, “Come”? The other 
disciples stuck to the ship. Even Judas, 
rascal that he was, had sense enough to 
stay in the ship. 








“Rnd when Peter was come down out 
of the ship, he walked on the water, to 
go to Jesus.” Jesus had not changed the 
mode of transportation. There was no 
general exodus from the ship. Only 
Peter got out. The record says, “when 
Peter was come down.” Disobedience 
is always downward. Never upward. 
Peter got out of the ship, and when he 
did so, he got out of the spoken will of 
the Lord! 


“Get into a ship and go...” If it was 
still valid for the other disciples, it was 
binding on Peter also. An Australian, 
in Sydney, asked me why Peter was not 
justified in getting out of the ship, when 
Jesus said, “Come.” 


I asked him a question: “Did you ever 
give advice or orders and have them 
disobeyed or utterly unheeded?” He 
answered: “Certainly, many, many 
times.” He was beginning to see light. 


When my daughter, Kathryn, was two 
years old, she was thrilled at the sight 
of a small unit in my study. When it 
was working at full power, it became 
red-hot. In fact, I think the makers 
called it “Radiant Glow.” or some other 
charming name. 


The tiny girl walked toward it, spread- 
ing her baby hands out, anxious to take 
hold of it. I warned her gently five 
times to stay away from the red-hot 
stove, but human nature still carries the 
curiosity of Mother Eve, and while I was 
deeply engrossed in my study at my 
desk, I heard a cry, and looking around, 
there were the lovely little baby fingers, 
and thumbs with brown spots on each 
one. I kissed her fingers and thumbs 
and put oil on them. 


She could resist everything but temp- 
tation. She had to get burned before 
my warning was seriously, sincerely, 
genuinely believed: but I have never 
had to warn her to let red-hot stoves 
alone since that day. One experience 
of being burned was more effective than 
my five warnings. 


LEANING ON EVERLASTING ARMS 


Jesus said, “Come.” There was only 
one way to cure Peter of his presump- 
tion, his itch for a bizarre, extraordinary 
experience. But it is absurd to inject the 
idea into this lesson that Peter was a 
hero because he got out of the ship to 
walk on the water. 


Doubtless Peter thought that too. He 
probably strutted like a turkey gobbler 
for a few steps. I am sure he felt a 





thrill from the top of his head to his toes. 
He had the feeling of “an electric shock” 
and “a warm bath” and other glandular 
emotional storms, felt by all those who 
bring the spiritual life down to the level 
of the five senses. 


Peter probably said within himself: 
“Man, this is marvelous! I'll have a 
story to tell my wife and mother-in-law, 
when I get home. Think of it, I am the 
only man with nerve enough to get out 
of that ‘dinky’ ship and walk on the 
water. I wonder what John thinks now.” 


“Peter walked on the water, to go to 
Jesus,” but he could not be trusted to 
proceed. He had only taken a few 
steps. He soon ran out of self-confi- 
dence, conceit, vanity and presumption. 
Emotional experiences burn out, and 
blow up like firecrackers. They are 
based on the five senses. 
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Verse 30: “But when he saw the wind 
boisterous, he was afraid.” 


Little faith, doubt, fear, failure! Yes, 
that is the inexorable rule. The pages 
of human history are replete with such 
tragedies. 


Verse 30: “And beginning to sink.” 


Poor Peter! He reckoned on his own 
resources too strongly. “Flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God.” (I 
Corinthians 15:50). “The arms of flesh 
will fail you, ye dare not trust your 
own.” 

There was something inside of Peter 
that caused him to begin to sink. The 
wind and waves were no stronger, 
tempestuous, contrary, or boisterous, 
where he stood, than they were where 
Jesus stood. It was the same sea, and 
the same storm, but Peter was out of 
the will of the Lord. 


He had no right to superimpose his 
will, ideas, wishes and emotional judg- 
ment on the original command of the 


Lord, “Get into the ship and go to the 


other side.” 


There is only one way to cure in- 
satiate desire, based on presumption, 
and mere sensuous curiosity, or an itch 
for a new thrill, and that is to say, 
“Come.” 


He gave Peter his desire (request) and 
Peter got a great fright, an indelible les- 
son and a good ducking. Here is 
tragedy, sorrow, anguish, blistering 
humiliation, stupendous defeat. 


UNBELIEF CAUSES TROUBLE 


Verse 30: “And beginning to sink, he 
cried.” 


Not a whisper, but an outspoken cry, 
no timidity here! Peter was sinking. 
He knew it, he had sense enough to 
know, that he had no time for ornate 
oratorical flights. No studied eloquence 
was possible. Peter was bouncing from 
the crest of boisterous waves. 


Verse 30: “He cried, saying, Lord, 
save me!” 


One of the shortest prayers of all 
Bible history. If was instantly an- 
swered. We are not heard for our much 
speaking. (Matthew 6:7) “But when ye 
pray, use not vain repetitions, as the 
heathen do: for they think that they 
shall be heard for their much speaking.” 


Verse 31: “And immediately Jesus 
stretched forth his hand, and caught 
him, and said unto him, O thou of little 
faith, why didst thou doubt?” 


Not a word about “keeping his eyes 
on Jesus,” but a rebuke for his little faith 
and his doubt. Peter’s faith was evi- 
dently much less than a mustard seed. 
For, “if ye have faith as a grain of mus- 
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tard seed, ye shall say unto this moun- 
tain, Remove hence to yonder place; 
and it shall remove. .. .” (Matthew 
17:20). Peter was in trouble, because of 
unbelief and little faith. 

I am aware that this exposition jars 
some people who are petrified in their 
shallow opinions. But the Word of God 
clearly teaches the facts I have set forth: 
every step is proclaimed and strongly 
confirmed by the Word of God. 

I have argued the case clearly. Peter 
had no business to doubt the words of 
Jesus. He had no right to say: “Lord, if 
it be thou.” 


Nor had he any warrant to add a 
walk on the water, or a foot race on the 
water, or any other experiment on the 
water, to the command of Jesus, which 
was: “Get into the ship and go.” 


STAY IN GOD’S WILL 
Peter added a walk on the water to 





the command of Jesus, and the whole 
sea was added to Peter: and when you 
have a whole sea added to your 
anatomy, it will swamp you completely. 


Jesus placed Peter back into the ship. 
He could have said: “Run on now, to 
the other side, Peter. You have gotten 
your sea legs.” He did not say that. 
He took Peter back into the ship. 


Verse 32: “And when they were come 
into the ship, the wind ceased.” 


The storm was over, the trouble was 
ended. Peter was back into the will of 
the Lord. Neighbor get back into His 
will now. Some of you are still holding 
to the sentimental nonsense you have 
been fed on from infancy —that Peter 
was Public Hero No. 1, because he got 
out of the ship, the will of the Lord, to 
walk on the water to go to Jesus. 
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Listen now. Convince yourself. Please 
stand, and read the record of Peter try- 
ing to walk on the water the second 
time. Where is it found? I can’t find it. 
It is not in any Bible on earth. Once 
was enough for Peter. 








When Peter was back in the will of 
the Lord, the storm was over. I expect 
he said: “Pardon me, but I would like to 
sit here in the center of the ship. I have 
been shaken up somewhat.” 


You ride rough seas more easily, when 
your cabin is in the center of the ship. 
Get into the center of His will and stay 
there. Your journey to Heaven will be 
better, more full of the peace that 
passeth all understanding, if you travel 
life’s sea in the center of His will.

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ARE YIELDING more and more, as 
a Christian Church, to the influence 
of the world in our religious thinking, 
customs and practices. This trend is 
also noticeable in our daily living. One 
clear instance of this is the growing 
neglect in observing the day of PENTE- 
COST, and of understanding and ap- 
preciating its importance for the Church 
of Jesus Christ. It is a most important 
day for Christians. 


In times past this festival has been 
observed as a significant and joyous 
occasion. But only a minority of be- 
lievers so regard it in this age of skepti- 
cism and declension. It has no Santa 
Claus, or Christmas shopping, or Easter 
rabbits, or new bonnets, or ham, or sun- 
rise services. And so for those ac- 
customed to leaning on “religious” 
crutches it passes as a day unnoticed. 


Perhaps we should be grateful that a 
day of such spiritual significance has 
not been desecrated by superficial 
things and outward display. One who 
is not redeemed by the blood of Christ 
cannot appreciate it. Paul gives the 
essential reasons when he says: “But 
the natural man receiveth not the things 
of the Spirit of God: for...” (read the 
balance of I Corinthians 2:14 to dis- 
cover the reason). 


But for a child of God, Pentecost ought 
to be a day of much importance. It was 
the day when Jesus’ promise of the com- 


ing of the Holy Comforter was fulfilled 
— He, the Holy Ghost, who shall be with 
the Church as long as it is here on 
earth. The coming of the Third Per- 
son of the Trinity was the great event 
that took place on the day of Pentecost. 


SOURCE OF POWER 


Would to God that the Christian 
Church were less sleepy and more zeal- 
ous in remembering and observing the 
festival of Him, Who pleads at the 
throne of grace for every child of God 
with groanings that cannot be uttered 
(Romans 8:26). 


But I suppose we have yielded to the 
temptation of thinking of ourselves and 
our times more highly than we ought 
to think. We prefer to think of the mod- 
ern Church in terms of organizations, 
methods, means, and standards of ef- 





ficiency. We compare these things 
with apostolic times and regard the 
Church as having begun in weakness. 
This is only a half-truth, and all half- 
truths are dangerous for they minimize 
the truth and magnify the error. 


As we look at the human side we see 
that small band of disciples, eleven of 
whom we know directly from God’s 
Word, and other believers — not an in- 
fluential group, with a smooth-working 
organizational set-up to carry on a 
“church program,” nor any intricate 
financial budgets maintained by peri- 
odic “campaigns” to raise funds after 
the publicity pressure has done its 
work! They were just believers who 
waited in prayer for Jesus to keep His 
promise. 


We feel today that these modern 
Church methods are quite necessary for 
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our work. Perhaps so. But there is 
more to the Christian Church than the 
human side and the capacities of men. 
There must also be the power of God. 
And it is here that the early Church 
was strong, very strong indeed! 


To understand the strength of the 
early Church, we must go back to the 
promise and words of Jesus to the dis- 
ciples before His ascension. He said: 
“Ye shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you.” This is 
the divine side of the Church. If we are 
lacking in that creative power of Christ, 
we are weak spiritually no matter our 
material possessions and “religious” 
machinery. 


BACK TO PENTECOST 
It was here that the Christian Church 
began, and it was not a beginning in 
weakness, but in power —a power not 
of man, but of God. In no other way 
can we explain the three thousand souls 
who became Christians in one day, in 
one city. And shortly thereafier, we 
read in the book of Acts of another five 

thousand who became believers. 


Today with all our improved Church 
organizations and funds, it will take 
several synods with a membership of 
many hundreds of thousands of profess- 








ing Christians, to show that eight thou- 
sand persons have become true Chris- 
tians in one year’s time. At least re- 
ligious statistics bear this out. Is there 
any doubt that they of the early Church 
had with them a power which we have 
lost, and for which no amount of human 
energy and expenditure can ever sub- 
stitute? 


I would not dare speculate regarding 
the results if Christians were today filled 
with the Holy Spirit. I don’t know how 
the power released would manifest men- 
tally, emotionally and physically. But 
I am firmly convinced that if more be- 
lievers were yielded to the Holy Spirit, 
surprising spiritual progress would take 
place where we are now groping for 
ways and means to hold our spiritual 
gains. 


COOPERATING WITH THE HOLY 
SPIRIT 


We stand on Scriptural ground when 
we speak of the work of the Spirit in 
the Church: We are to pray FOR the 
Spirit (Luke 11:13). We are to pray IN 
the Spirit (Jude 20, Ephesians 6:18). We 
are to walk BY the Spirit (Galatians 
§:22-23). We are warned about resisting 
the Spirit (Acts 7:51). We are told that 
believers should be filled with the 
Spirit (Ephesians 5:18). We are instruct- 
ed regarding the work of the Spirit in 
the Church (Romans 15:19). Early 








Christians “spake the word of God with 
boldness” (Acts 4:31). Spirit - filled 
apostles rejoiced that they were con- 
sidered worthy to suffer shame for the 
name of Jesus (Acts 5:41). We are told 
about the fruit of the Spirit in Christian 
lives (Galatians 5:22-23). 


This lesson on the person and min- 
istry of the Holy Spirit could be con- 
tinued almost indefinitely by quoting 
from the Acts, the Epistles and other 
parts of God’s Word. 


An old adage says: “An open con- 
fession is good for the soul.” .. . Looking 
at these things thoughtfully and prayer- 
fully, we must confess that Christians of 
the twentieth century generally, lack the 
vital experience of a Spirit-filled life. 
They need something — NO, they need 
Someone, the Holy Spirit who shall take 
of the things of Jesus and declare them 
unto us. And work in us! 


Think how the disciples stumbled 
and fell before Pentecost, just as you 
and I do. But think also about the un- 
believable change in their lives after 
being filled with the Spirit. 


True, Pentecost is a historical event 

. but it can and should also be an in- 
dividual experience. Otherwise Paul's 
exhortations to be filled with the Spirit, 
to walk in the Spirit, and warnings not 
to grieve the Spirit (Ephesians 4:30) lose 
most of their meaning.

“An immediate and drastic reduction 
of governmental expenditures by abol- 
ishing useless commissions and offices, 
consolidating departments and bureaus, 
and eliminating extravagance, to ac- 
complish a saving of not less than 
twenty-five per cent in the cost of federal 
government.” 


“Removai of government from all 
fields of private enterprise except where 
necessary to develop public works and 
natural resources in the common in- 
terest.” 

# x * 


OVERNMENT'S bounden duty to pro- 
tect private enterprise against all in- 
terferences, governmental or non-govern- 
mental, was potently reaffirmed in this 
platform. God-given individual liberty 
and equal freedom were thereby repro- 
claimed. The true relation of the people 
and government, with government the 
faithful servant to protect individual 
liberty and equal freedom, was recog- 
nized with a clarity equaling that of our 
historic Declaration of Independence. 


Bureaucracy and a _ spending-spree 
were definitely provided against as de- 
testable abuses, rather than treated as 
pretended remedies. When government 
faithfully performs its duty to protect 
the individual liberty of the people, in- 
stead of setting up a bureaucracy to 
direct their lives, there is simplicity and 
economy in government which cannot 
fail to invigorate republican principles. 
Governmental bureaucracy is essenti- 
ally a despotism, even though accom- 
panied by an elective system. 


Having dictated these provisions of 
the 1932 platform, Roosevelt flew by 
plane to Chicago, accepted the nomina- 
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tion for the Presidency, and pledged 
“one hundred per cent. support” to the 
program as outlined by the Democratic 
convention. 


He traveled over the Country making 
speeches, denouncing bureaucracy, con- 
demning spending-sprees, defending the 
Constitution, shouting again, and again, 
and again, that if elected the American 
system would be held inviolate. 


Speaking in the State of Iowa, Sep- 
tember 28, 1932, he said: “I accuse the 
present (Hoover) administration of being 
the greatest spending administration in 
peace times in all our history — one 
which has piled bureau upon bureau, 
commission on commission.” 


The American people, as a whole, 
knew little about Franklin Roosevelt at 
that time. But they liked the philosophy 
he expounded. They believed he was 
sincere. They took him at his word. 


Dr. Sullivan does not think the man 
ever made a move to keep his promises. 
He was, according to the thesis of “THE 
GREAT DECEPTION,” simply fronting 
for a bund of deceivers who had already 
blue printed a plan to Sovietize America.

R. RANKIN. Mr. Speaker, I ' ask 

unanimous consent to address the 
House for 1 minute and to revise and 
extend my remarks. 


The SPEAKER. Is there objection to 
the request of the gentleman from Mis- 
sissippi? 

There was no objection. 


Mr. RANKIN. Mr. Speaker, of all the 
arrogance I have ever known, it was 
manifested by this man, A. F. Whitney. 
who misrepresents the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, when he announced 
on yesterday that he was going to spend 
$47,000,000, which has been wrung from 
the members of his organization, to de- 
feat the President of the United States, 
Harry S. Truman, for reelection, as well 
as the 306 Members this House who sup- 
ported him on last Saturday in protect- 
ing the American people against a 
threatened disaster. 


In that connection, Mr. Whitney will 
probably learn that the American peo- 
ple are not for sale. He underestimates 
their patriotism. He has done the mem- 
bers of the brotherhood more injury, and 
organized labor generally more harm, 
than probably any other man who has 
ever lived. 


I have before me a record of Mr. Whit- 
ney’s Communist-front affiliations, and 
I want to call your attention to some of 
them. I dare say that if the rank and 
file of his organization had known his 
record he would never have attained his 
present position. 


One of his Communist-front affiliations 
was with the so-called American League 
for Peace and Democracy, which former 
Attorney General Francis Biddle brand- 
ed as a Communist-front organization. 


The records show that in 1938 this 
same man Whitney signed a statement 
as representative of the American 
League for Peace and Democracy, which 
was published on March 15, 1938, in the 
“New Masses,” a well-known Commu- 
nist-front magazine. 


The record also shows that he was 
chairman of the national labor commit- 





tee of this Communist-front organization 
in 1939. 


This organization was established in 
1937 as a successor to the American 
League Against War and Fascism, which 
Earl Browder, the Communist leader, 
described as a “Communist transmission 
belt,” and with which Mr. Whitney was 
affiliated, and for which he contributed 
magazine articles. 


This outfit was cited as “subversive 
and un-American” by the special sub- 
committee of the House Committee on 
Appropriations on April 21, 1943, and 
was cited as a Communist-front organi- 
zation by the Special Committee on Un- 
American Activities, known as the Dies 
Committee, on January 3, 1940, January 
25, 1942, and March 29, 1944. 


Remember these findings were made 
before the present Ccmmiitee on Un- 
American Activities was created. 


He was also a member of the so- 
called American Congress for Peace and 
Democracy, which was cited by the Dies 
committee as a Communist-front organi- 
zation, and was one of its delegates, 
as well as one of its contributors to the 
Communist “Daily Worker,” as will ap- 
pear from page 2 of the issue of Janu- 
ary 6, 1939, of that well-known Commu- 
nist sheet. 


He was also a member of the Ameri- 
can Friends of Spanish Democracy, 
which was receiving Communist support 
back in the prewar days, as will appear 
from the record of the New York City 
council committee investigating the mu- 
nicipal civil-service commission, part 2, 
page 63, and was cited as a Communist 
organization by the special House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities on 
March 29, 1944, pages 82 and 116. 

Mr. Whitney was also connected with 
the American League Against War and 
Fascism, a known Communist-front or- 
ganization, and contributed an article 
for that outfit in “Fight” magazine for 
November 1937. 


He also contributed an article to 
“Champion,” the official magazine of the 
Young Communist League in August 
1938. 





He was also a sponsor of the so-called 
Friends of Abraham Lincoln Brigade, 
which was cited as a Communist-front 
organization by ‘the Pennsylvania Com- 
monwealth Council before the Board of 
Assistance in 1942. It was also cited as 
a Communist-front organization by the 
House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities, known as the Dies Committee, 
on March 29, 1944, and on January 3, 
1940. It was also cited as a Communist- 
front organization by the California Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities in its 
report for 1943. 


Mr. Whitney was also a member of 
the League of American Writers, a Com- 
munist-front organization for which he 
wrote an article entitled, “We Hold 
These Truths.” 


This organization cooperated with the 
Communist Party in the Schapps de- 
fense campaign, according to the re- 
port of the Rapp-Coudert committee, 
1944, at page 293. Here is what the At- 
torney General of the United States said 
about this organization: 


“The League of American Writers was 
founded under Communist auspices in 
1935. The overt activities of the League 
of American Writers in the last 2 years 
leaves little doubt of its Communist con- 
trol.” 


This outfit was cited as a Communist 
organization by the Special Committee 
on Un-American Activities, known as the 
Dies committee in 1940, 1942, and 1944. 


The State Department is quoted in a 
letter from Secretary Ickes to Robert 
Morss Lovett, on April 25, 1941, as say- 
ing: 


“The League of American Writers is 
generally regarded as a Communist 
subsidiary. Its policies, of course, al- 
ways parallel those of the Communist 
Party.” 


These are just a few of the Commu- 
nist-front affiliations of this man, A. F. 
Whitney, who has barged his way into 
the position of temporary leadership in 
one of the great railway brotherhoods, 
and now threatens to take the $47,000,- 
000 that has been wrung from the mem- 
bers of that organization and use it to 
defeat every one of the 306 Members of 
Congress who stood by their Govern- 
ment in a moment of crisis, and to de- 
feat Harry S. Truman, the President of 
the United States, who by his coura- 
geous action and his statesmanlike ut- 
terances on last Friday and Saturday 
rose to a height of patriotic leadership 
that has seldom been equaled and, 
never surpassed, in the history of this 
country. 
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POLAND’S PITIFUL 
PLIGHT 











SCAR LANGE, Soviet Russia’s puppet 

representative of Poland in the United 
Nations organization, resided in Amer- 
ica until recently and was a member 
of the PAC. Stalin evidently thought it 
good strategy to choose such a person 
to shape the destiny of the helpless, 
bleeding Polish people. 


Congressman Adolph Sabath of Chi- 
cago, an apologist for Russian policies, 
now finds himself in trouble with the 
large Polish population of his district. 
The “Polish Daily News” condemns him 
editorially and declares it will support 
his opponent in the coming election. 


The editorial says: “At a time when 
the United States government guaran- 
teed free and unfettered elections in Po- 
land, Mr. Sabath in his various speeches 
was extremely lauditory of Russia, 
which imposed upon Poland a puppet 
government that does not represent the 
will of the majority of the people of Po- 
land.” 


Polish women are suffering the fires of 
perdition at the hands of the red rulers. 
Girl Scouts by the thousands, are re- 
ported to be taking the following oath: 


“In the name of the Polish female 
youth I take this oath, oh God! ... We 
shall move the world, the hearts of na- 
tions, of politicians and statesmen even. 
For this aim we shall offer what we hold 
dear: womanish traits of goodness and 
mildness. We shall become soldiers 
who fight, who pour blood, who kill. 
God look into our hearts and Thou willst 
find love, enthusiasm, readiness for 
sacrifice. Poland, freed from the 
swastika, has been captured by the 
hammer and sickle. Dachau and 
Buchenwald have been replaced by 
Siberian ice. Poland will rise from the 
dead, so help us God!

In a speech to his followers, he accused 
the Communists of sending secret police 
and thugs into their party ranks, to dis- 
rupt the organization. He said: “There 
are those who ask what we, the un- 
armed, can do, although there are mil- 
lions of us, when brutal force attacks us. 
I told (Communist Vice Premier Wlady- 
slaw) Gomulka: “You cannot shoot us 
all.’ a 





STASSEN REBUFFED 











EPUBLICAN CHAIRMEN from a doz- 
en midwestern states have been at- 
tending a three day conference in the 
Black Hills. The conferees had hardly 
gathered when it became known that 
former Gov. Stassen of Minnesota would 
honor them with his presence, not to say 
his advice if invited. 

Mr. Stassen wasn’t invited and the 
reasons were obvious. He is furiously 
campaigning for the Presidential nom- 
ination in 1948 as the inheritor of the 
ideas of Willkie and Dewey. Mr. Stas- 
sen is another one-worlder and as such 
has the backing of all the New Dealers 
for the Republican nomination. They 
are already shouting for him and will 
continue to do so until he gets the nom- 
ination—if he does—when they will de- 
nounce him as just another me-too can- 
didate. 


That’s the way they worked it in the 
last two Presidential campaigns with 
signal success. Wall street’s money is 
a powerful weapon jn the pre-conven- 
tion skirmishing. It put Willkie in the 
running and was more than a little help- 
ful to Dewey. If Stassen wins in the 
convention, there will be nothing in the 
subsequent campaign about Potsdam, 
Yalta, Pearl Harbor, or the British gift- 
loan. 


The midwestern chairmen, knowing 
all this, decided that Mr. Stassen was 
not precisely the man they chose to 
honor. At the moment, the chairmen 
are preoccupied with the forthcoming 
election of senators and congressmen 


and don’t want to damage the chances | 


_— 
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of their candidates by association with 
the discredited eastern wing of the party. 
It was a wise decision. 








It was also, we believe, a momentous 
decision in that it marked a determina- 
tion to avoid in 1948 the mistakes of 
1940 and 1944. The party’s leaders have 
been taken in twice by the ballyhoo for 
me-too candidates, but this time are on 
their guard. Mr. Stassen has been 
speaking wherever he could wangle an 
invitation, without raising a ripple of in- 
terest. There is no popular demand for 
him and even less enthusiasm for his 
dogma. It is vastly encouraging to find 
him written down as a liability to the 
party by the men who are most inti- 
mately in touch with the sentiments of 
the rank and file of Republicans.

— BABSON, noted Christian lay-

F DISASTROUS wars should sweep 

our commerce from the ocean, an- 
other generation may renew it: if it ex- 
haust our Treasury, future industry may 
replenish it; if tt desolate and lay waste 
our fields, still, under a new cultivation, 
they will grow green again and ripen 
to future harvests.

will not even discuss the sale of time for 
this purpose. Their outlets are closed 
as tight to the message of the Christ, as 
in Soviet Russia. The management of 
the chains show no concern over the 
fact that their policy abridges certain 
freedoms, guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 


One coast-to-coast network still carries 
religious broadcasts, but how long this 
channel will remain open is a matter of 
conjecture. Great pressure is being 
exerted by the opposition. If this chain 
revises its policy, Gospel broadcasting 
will be practically at an end in the 
United States. 


On June 10, 1946, the Radio Emer- 
gency Committee issued the following 
statement: “The people behind this con- 
spiracy are few in number but power- 
fully organized and financed. Their de- 
termination is demoniacal. They are 
Atheistic, Communistic and Modernistic. 
Some are government bureaucrats with 
Red, Fascist leanings. Some are Preach- 
ers denying the redemptive blood of 
Christ, who exercise great power in the 
councils.” 


The names and positions of those 
guilty of pulling the wires behind the 
scenes, causing this interference with 
the preaching of God’s Word, will be 
made known in the near future. Suf- 
fice to say, this disclosure will have a 
pronounced effect upon the fall elec- 
tions this year. 


When other methods failed to bring 
relief, Preachers representing several 
denominations in many parts of the 
United States, banded themselves to- 
gether and appealed directly to Wash- 
ington. Dr. Harvey H. Springer was 
chosen chairman of the group. 


THE KNOXVILLE INCIDENT 


The struggle for religious civil liberty 
reached a climax in Knoxville, Tennes- 
see a few weeks ago, when WNOX ban- 
ished Rev. J. Harold Smith from the air. 
Irate citizens protested and 20,000 per- 
sons marched in a body, through the 
streets of the city, to the Scripps-Howard 
newspaper office (This newspaper chain 
owns "‘WNOX, and was responsible for 
taking from Christians the right of hear- 
ing their favorite religious program, 
over the air.) 


Even the fire department was unable 
to break up the demonstration. Mean- 
while, Mr. Smith had received a total of 
54,000 letters protesting against the viola- 
tion of his rights as a Minister of the 
Gospel. 


He and Dr. Springer went to Wash- 
gton, talked with various Senators and

Representatives and delivered the let- 
ters in person, to the Committee on Un- 
American Activities. Thereupon, the 
Washington “Times-Herald” published 
the following story: 


“Three Baptist Ministers charged to-

Springer, Pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of Englewood, Colorado and J. 
Harold Smith and T. Wesley Hill, Preach- 
ers and religious editors of Knoxville, 
Tennessee. 


“They said they gave the Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee 54,000 letters 
which protested the action of radio sta- 
tion WNOX, Knoxville, in removing 
Smith’s radio program from the air.

“Station WNOX is owned by Scripps- 
Howard Radio, Inc. 


“Springer said that he represented 
6,000 Preachers and had personal 
pledges from 1,000 of them that they 
were willing to testify before the Com- 
mittee. 


“"BRnd we will bring every one of 
those 1,000 Preachers before this Com- 
mittee if necessary to get legislation 
guaranteeing Bible-believing Preachers 
a right to the radio,’ Springer told re- 
porters. ‘We are not asking for free 
time. We are willing to pay for it.’” 


THE KLEIN-RANKIN DEBATE 
No sooner had the Preachers made 
their plea for redress, than Representa- 
tive Klein of New York released a 
vitriolic blast against them, on the floor 
of Congress. 


During the course of his remarks, he 
also attacked the Committee on Un- 





American Activities. His utterances 
were so caustic and contrary to fact, 
that Congressman Rankin, a member of 
the Committee, found it necessary to 
answer as follows: 


“Mr. Speaker, I desire to reply briefly 
to the remarks of the gentleman from 
New York and his unwarranted attack 
on the Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities. 

“He said we have invited Dr. Springer, 
a Baptist preacher, who is fighting Com- 
munism, to come before the Committee 
on Un-American Activities. No resolu- 
tion was passed inviting Dr. Springer: 
he came of his own accord. CHRISTIAN 
PREACHERS ARE PLEADING TO BE 
GIVEN THE RIGHT TO USE THE RADIO 
OF THIS COUNTRY, WHICH THEY 
HAVE A RIGHT TO DO. If the radio is 
going to be used to spread the doctrine 
of atheistic Communism, then these 
Christian Preachers have a right to 
reply. 


“Let me say to the gentleman from 
New York that if Dr. Springer does come 
before the Committee on Un-American 
Activities, I hereby now extend the 
gentleman from New York an invitation 
to come and debate with him; and I 
will ask for the caucus room in order that 
all of you may come; for I can think of 
nething you would enjoy more than 
hearing a debate such as this between 
a Jewish politician and a_ Baptist 
Preacher.’ ” 


Klein came back the next day for 
more ... and Rankin was ready and 
waiting to accommodate him! 


“The gentleman from Mississippi de- 
liberately waited until I left this Cham- 
ber yesterday, before making his in- 
sulting remark,” screamed the Congress- 
man from New York. “I was here for 
twenty minutes after I delivered my re- 
marks, and waited to see if the gentle- 
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man—the  self-constituted spokesman 
for the Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities, would answer me. I do not ob- 
ject to the gentleman calling me a Jew. 
I object to being called a politician by 
him. I consider myself to be a states- 
man. I object because it puts me in the 
same category with the gentleman from 
Mississippi and that I violently object 
to.” 


Congressman Rankin came right back 
with this rejoinder: 

“If I have ever said anything that put 
the gentleman from New York in my 
category, as he says, of course, I would 
gladly withdraw such remarks. 


“T had no intention of putting the 
gentleman from New York in my cate- 
gory or in the category of the other 
Members of the House. 


“The gentleman from New York rose 
on the floor yesterday and attacked the 
Committee on Un-American Activities 
which is rendering one of the greatest 
services of any committee of this House, 
in protecting the American people 
against the dangers of atheistic Com- 
munism with which America is now 
threatened. 


“The gentleman from New York at- 
tacked a Baptist preacher, Dr. Springer. 
I had never met Dr. Springer until yes- 
terday: but I am convinced that in a 
joint debate he would take care of the 
gentleman from New York. 


“The Speaker did not recognize me 
until all the other Members who re- 
quested recognition had spoken. If the 
gentleman from New York wanted to 
hear what I said, all he had to do was 
to stay here and hear it.” 


Klein was on his feet again, at this 
point, asking: “Did not the gentleman 
wait until he saw me leave the Cham- 
ber?” 


To which Mr. Rankin replied: 


“No: I did not see the gentleman 
leave. I never looked for him, as a mat- 
ter of fact. What I said is in the Record. 
lf he wants to debate, I am sure Dr. 
Springer will meet him at any time. 


“The gentleman from New York says 
he does not object to being called a Jew. 
but that he does object to being called a 
politician. He says he is not a poli- 
tician, but a statesman. 


“T was afraid of that.” 


Klein launched another attack a few 
days later but his language was so vile 
that it had to be expunged from the 
Congressional Record. 


PREACHERS ON THE MARCH 


Ministers of the Gospel in every part 
of the Nation are beginning to protest

OR AMERICANS AT LARGE, and for 
labor union members generally, 
there is the necessity of getting down to 
fundamentals in the preservation of our 
American system of government. The 
American people and American work- 
ers need to know that a great conspiracy 
to take over this Nation has now been 
brought to the point of exposure.

EF IS TIME TO ASK just why the radi- 

cal Communist-dominated CIO news- 
paper guild of a certain city should take 
the trouble to make an award to the 
said Scripps-Howard columnist for his 
“outstanding” job. It is time to ask 
what is the real reason for existence of 
such front organizations as the “Friends 
of Democracy,” headed by one Leon 
Birkhead, born in Poland, who has 
played religious roles in both Jewish 
and Protestant circles. 

It is time to ask who are the self- 
styled “New Guard” of the Republican 
Party who received such a setback in 
last week’s primaries in Pennsylvania, 
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and just what, if any, are their connec- 
tions with the Stassen-for-President 
movement. 








It is time to ask who spearheads the 
attack upon Fundamentalist Evangelists 
of the Protestant Christian Church and 
engineers the effort to keep them off the 
air — an effort specifically promoted by 
the Communist Press, which has been 
dubbing Fundamentalist Christians as 
“reactionary.” 


It is time to pin Phil Murray down to 
his statement made at the recent At- 
lantic City convention of the steel work- 
ers: “This union will not tolerate efforts 
by organizations or groups, whether 
they be Communist, Socialist or any 
other, to infiltrate, dictate or meddle in 
our affairs.” As the formerly New Deal 
“Washington Post’ remarks editorially: 
“Mr. Murray has a whale of a lot of 
cleaning up to do if he is to live up to 
this pronouncement. By union deeds ye 
shall know them.” 


The present crisis is high-lighted in a 
statement in the Communist Party 
organ, the People’s World, of San Fran- 
cisco, January 29, 1946: “Every indi- 
vidual Communist and every Party club 
should be involved in the current strike 
struggles sweeping the country, it was 
declared by John Williamson, national 
organization secretary of the Communist 
Party. The Communists should not 
drag behind events, or the thinking of 
the trade unions. They have a respon- 
sibility to think ahead. This combines 
such elementary things as keeping the 
bulk of the strikers involved in strike ac- 
tivity, active involvement of the Negro 
workers in the strike leadership and 
establishing co-ordinating committees of 
all unions involved. The real and de- 
cisive remedy is a Socialist America.” 


The struggle is out in the open now. 
* * * 
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this nation is piled up in Congress now. 
Congressmen may just start running for 
the doors, tossing votes as they go. Or, 
oppositely, with so many major de- 
cisions to make, the Houses might be 
able to decide and agree on nothing. 
Tell your good representatives in Wash- 
ington to keep calm, maintain a judicial 
mien, stick to principles. This is their 
testing time. Tell the bad ones their 
testing time comes in the primaries and 
elections. 


With clever, well-financed conspira- 
tors hell-bent on socializing this country, 
it will take straight-thinking and vigor- 
ous action on the part of at least thirty 
million adult Americans to preserve our 
freedoms. Good intentions will not be 
enough. Smoothies will continue to slip 
hidden clauses into legislative measures 
unless we keep our eyes open and our 
solons on“their toes. In a civilization so 
complex as ours it’s not easy to fore- 
see the workings of many a measure, 
even some innocently conceived. 


In a Senate sub-committee there now 
reposes a bill in the process of being 
greased and readied - for slipping 
through Congress. Its sponsors offer it 
in the name of brotherly love. They say 
it will cure much of our disease and 
suffering. They contend the way really 
to stamp out disease and improve health 
is to tax everybody, pool the money, 
hire all the doctors and nurses and send 
them out under orders into slums and 
the forks of the creek to combat ills 
wherever found. They point out that 
several million people are unable, when 
sick, to pay for extensive hospitaliza- 
tion and medical care. There are oth- 
ers, they say, who simply won't bother 
to see a doctor when they need treat- 
ment. 


If the backers of legislation to federal- 
ize medicine are in earnest about want- 
ing to relieve the suffering and im- 
prove the health of persons unable to 
help themselves, they have my deep- 
est respect, as they undoubtedly have 
yours. But, compulsory federal medi- 
cine won't get the job done. This is herd 
medicine at the crack of a whip, and it 


has failed miserably wherever it has 
been tried. 


It has failed in Germany, England, 
Australia, New Zealand and in our vet- 
erans’ hospitals. The Government built 
a hundred fine hospitals for veterans 
after World War I and completely 


staffed them. In twenty years the medi- 


cal care of heroes of that War has de- 
generated to a pitiful level while private 
medicine has moved from miracle to 
miracle. 


The CIO-PAC and _fellow-travelers 


plugging for the Wagner-Murray-Dingell 


bill and the Pepper bill to force social- 
ized medicine on us and destroy private 
practice, assure us we can have our 
choice of physicians under their pro- 
gram. They may be sincere in saying 
they want this choice preserved. They 
may honestly believe their bills would 
preserve it, but it can’t be done. under 
compulsory federalized medicine. 


Why? Because tthe few doctors who 
might retain their initiative after learn- 
ing to rely on the federal pay check 
would be swamped with patients. Those 
who didn’t care how they ministered to 
the sick would not be wanted. And 
you must realize that twice as many 
people would flock to the hospitals and 
medical centers to get their money's 
worth as now go to doctors’ offices. So, 
the head of the Medical Service would 
find it utterly impossible to have all of 
us running to the few zealous physicians 
while other practitioners sat twiddling 
their thumbs. 


You can bet your top hat federalized 
medicine would take away your right to 
choose your family doctor.

what is their actual responsibility, and 
as to what goes on in Europe and Asia 
anyway, and how much good WE are 
doing for other people or for the world 
or for ourselves by keeping Jimmie 
Byrnes and a million odd sons of ours 
over there and spending billions of dol- 
lars on the international project. 


In my recent travels around the 
United States I’ve been meeting with 
state conventions of Junior Chambers of 
Commerce and other groups largely 
composed of young men just out of uni- 
form who seem to want statesmanship 
inside and outside the United States that 
will work — that is PRACTICAL toward 
preserving their business and keeping 
them out of more war—rather than 
policies which are theoretical — how- 
ever devoted to one-worldism and mak- 
ing all humans equal all around the 
world. 


I have also been meeting many old 
internationalist friends, former zealous 
“one-worlders” who assured me a few 
years ago that by co-operating with 
Marxists and by sending military expe- 
ditions and money abroad we were 
making a new clean, international 
world, in which national greeds, 
poverty, tyranny, and race inequalities 
would disappear. They used to call me 
a bit of a cynic. But you should see 
and listen to THEM now! They are 
just sitting, waiting for the crack of doom 
and the end of civilization. 


I actually feel like Pollyanna — trying 
to cheer them up! They got a little 
cheer out of the French elections — al- 
though they know they can’t RELY on 
anything in France—but they got 
slapped back into gloom over the news 
that the Conference of Ministers was 
divided three ways at Paris, and that 
the mess in China is saved from boiling 
over only by the stirring rod of promised 
U. S. dollars in prospect, and that 
Palestine is in anarchy, and Persia 
might be the scene of the first new war 
declaration of this post-war era. They 
agree with Mr. Paul Bellamy, who has 
just returned from Germany, that our 
occupation of Germany is a “tight-rope,” 
and they have the hunch, which I would 
say is common-sensical, that we shall 
not walk that tight-rope indefinitely, but 
either gladly just fall off it or get into 
another full-fledged military expedition 
of the European continent. 


* * * 


T= LAST HOPE of these internation- 

alists of ours seems to be a flagrant 
revival of “dollar diplomacy,” which 
they used to despise. This new version 
of dollar diplomacy is that not our 
capitalists this time but our poor tax- 
Payers — that is, our already swamped 
and bankrupted United States Treasury 
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—should BUY the French not to turn 
communist, and BRIBE the Poles to be 
democratic, and subsidize the Greeks 
to stay pro-British, and HIRE the 
Chinese, with General Marshall as pay- 
master, not to fight one another, please. 
It is about the most absurd idea of mak- 
ing the world better in the whole sad 
story of our international diplomacy, 
and even my professional-international- 
ist friends admit that it is hopeless, and 
say there is nothing to do but wait for 
the atom bomb to fall. 


I'm trying to figure out these inter- 
nationalists who were up in the clouds 
when Johnny was reluctantly marching 
off to war again, but who are lower in 
their minds than a snake’s belly now. 
I “figure them” this way. They were 
persons who in their hearts — spiritual- 
ly, I mean — always lived in the world 
as a whole or in SOME OTHER POR- 
TION of the world more than they lived 
in the United States of America and held 
ITS unique tradition as an experiment 
started FOR THE EXPRESS purpose of 
being different from and separate from 
the rest of the world and its evil destiny. 
Whether out of sentiment for Mother- 
country Britain, or for connections of kin 
or business in that or some other coun- 
try, or whether through being SIM- 
PATICO with European or Asiatic art 
and manners, of a leaning to Marxism, 
or just as overdeveloped humanitarian- 
ism, they convinced themselves that the 
destiny of their own nation, the United 
States, was entirely involved in and 
tied up with some other portion of the 
world, or, if they had the large mood of 
Wendell Willkie, or Henry Wallace, 
with the WHOLE world. And so, now 
that they see before their eyes this 
world of Europe and Asia going to pot, 
they just include their own nation. They 
have not personally experienced the 
misery of the Eurasian continent, but 
you almost conclude that they would 
not want their country to escape it. 





They have lost the knowledge that it 
was precisely to escape that misery 
and doom that the founders of America 
separated from the empires and so0- 
ciety of Europe and Asia. They have 
completely abandoned the anchoring 
fact that their own nation was started 
off by wise men who knew full well the 
evil destiny of Europe and expected 
nothing better of it than we have today.

ND SO, TO THESE FATALISTIC 
friends of mine, I say: America 
does not have to go to ruin and misery 
through more participation in waste and 
war because Europe and Asia must go 
still further down that doomed course. 
Recover the vision that the welfare of 
our people should always be an 
example to shine before the people of 
Europe and Asia, rather than a helpless 
victim of their failures, compelled to fail 
along with them. Respect the double- 
barreled wisdom which armed the men 
who left Europe to found this nation. 
That wisdom was (1) knowledge of how 
hopeless and how doomed to destruction 
were the empires and societies of the 
old hemisphere, and (2) courage and 
willingness to remain separate and 
apart save for example and charity, on 
this new hemisphere, and to write HERE 
the clean, fresh Second Volume of the 
history of Western civilization. 


You see, I don’t agree at all that our 
American fate is sewed up in the same 
sack with that of the old or NEW Euro- 
pean and Asiatic nations. I think that, 
in spite of airplanes and buzz bombs, 
our souls are separate and independent 
and our means of preventing them from 
encroaching on us are sufficient, if we 
will but have moral courage.

UR correspondence with Missionary- 
minded friends over the Nation, 
shows that a state of expectancy exists 
regarding the DEFENDERS THEOLOGI- 
CAL SEMINARY building project in 
Puerto Rico. A reproduction of the 
architect's drawing, showing how the 
new edifice will look when completed, 
appears below. 


Measuring ninety feet in length and 
fifty-four feet in width, it is being built 
of tile, steel and concrete, to resist hur- 
ricanes and earthquakes ... at a cost 
of $20,700.00. Shortage of materials has 
caused unexpected delays, but the con- 
tractors now promise to have it finished 
by the middle of July. 


We are hoping, believing and pray- 
ing to be able to dedicate the building 
free from debt. So far, we have been 


able to pay $14,500.00 on the under- 
taking, leaving a balance of $6,200.00 to 





be raised within the next four weeks. 


Fifty-one native Puerto Rican students 
took training for the ministry during the 
last school year. The new building will 
make it possible for the Seminary to ac- 
commodate approximately two hundred 
such students. 


* * * 


YOUNG MAN, his wife and children, 

moved from Puerto Rico to New York 
City a little more than two years ago. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Jose Hernandez were 
Defender Preachers, on the Island. They 
contacted other Puerto Ricans in the Har- 
lem section of New York and a Defender 
Church was soon established. It is to- 
day a healthy, Missionary congregation. 


Evangelistic services are held every 
night. The meetings are conducted in 
the Spanish language. Rev. Hernandez 
writes: “Everything is going primoro- 
samente (nicely), for which, we praise 
the Lord. Some new people have been 
drawn into the services to accept Christ 
and this makes us very happy.” 


The worshippers are for the most part 
poor people but, because of their de- 
sire to see the Gospel succeed back in 
beautiful Puerto Rico, they recently took 
up a collection of $50.00 for the Semin-

N MAY 20TH, this year, Missionary 
Arthur W. Pain rounded out twelve 
years of radio work in Cuba. He now 
uses the Cuban National Network,’ a 
chain of ten stations, every morning 
. broadcasting the story of redeeming 
love in both the English and Spanish 
languages. Never a week passes but 
what he receives a substantial quantity 
of mail from several different countries. 


He says in a current report to Wich- 
ita: “We are so happy to say that the 
Lord continues to bless and save souls. 
Our Bible students are experiencing fine 
results as they go out to put into prac- 
tice the knowledge gained in the school 
rooms. We have received many ap- 
plications from prospective students who 
want to enroll next year. 


“We opened evangelistic meetings 
this week in a new place. The tent has 
been pitched and the crowds are com- 
ing. It can be truly said that at no time 
in our sixteen years of Missionary work 
on this Island, has the harvest been so 
ripe for reaping. Golden grain must not 
be allowed to perish. Our task is a 
heavy one so we ask all DEFENDER 
Readers to pray especially for us.” 


Mr. Pain reports that he and his work- 
ers have now placed copies of the 
printed Word of God in a total of 112,000 
Cuban homes .. . through the Mission- 
ary visitation work.

R. H. H. JONES, our medical Mission- 
sionary and Superintendent in Li- 
beria, West Africa is already eager to 
return to the field. He has been in the 
United States a few weeks on furlough— 
his first trip home in seven years. 
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While here, he is arranging for two 
promising young Africans to come to 
America for schooling. Their names are 
Nellie Wonger and Jacob Konah. 


Writing from Chicago, Dr. Jones says: 
“You will be glad to hear that I have 
found a child of God to vouch for Nellie 
Wonger’s transportation and education 
in this Country. She will make a won- 
derful Missionary to our people in Li- 
beria when her training is completed. 
Now, let us pray for someone to take re- 
sponsibility for Jacob Konah.”

EV. M. L. RYAN reports to Wichita 
headquarters from the Holy Land, 

as follows: “There is an undercurrent of 
uneasiness in this part of the world un- 
like anything witnessed in all the years 
I have been here. You are no doubt 
reading about it in press reports. The 
situation cannot be exaggerated for 
seriousness, and without the key of Bible 
prophecy, nothing would be explainable. 


“The most disturbing thing about con- 
ditions in the Near East is the unchal- 
lenged infiltration of disturbing elements 
from adjoining countries. Representing 
a certain powerful nation, organizers are 
busy with propaganda and intrigue, and 
have plenty of money to spend.

But 
settled in homes, enjoying ease and 
luxury, they became forgetful and lost 
their earlier sense of reliance upon His 
providential care. Riches and tranquil- 
ity put one’s faith to the test. 


II. STRENGTH THROUGH WORSHIP. 
Our Lesson for today says: “He giveth 
power to the faint; and to them that 
have no might he increaseth strength.” 
Worship of the Creator tends to polish 
the personality, eliminate adverse traits 
of character and strengthen good points. 
In current vernacular, it helps a man 
to cash in on his assets! 


Wicked people may prosper for a 
season, but in the long run time puts a 
premium on virtue. “Be not overcome 
of evil, but overcome evil with good.” 
A man’s conception of God determines 
the strength or weakness of his char- 
acter. 


As a young medical missionary, Dr. 
William James Wanless, visited the 
shrine of the goddess Kali in Bombay. 
Not until then did he come to understand 
the true cause of India’s plight. His 
widow describes the scene: 


“Drums beat incessantly: the wailing 
chants of the priests mingled weirdly 
with jangling bells as the executioner 
raised his great sword and with a shriek 
another sheep was beheaded. The 
stench of blood under the hot sun was 
nauseating. The worshippers clogged 
the opening of the temple as their bodies 
caught and held the great doors. 


“Gleaming in the dim light of lamps, 
smeared with butter and oil, the mon- 
strous idol glared with goggling eyes 
through masses of black, coarse hair. 
Pagan and fierce in her stance, she 
ground the figure of a man beneath 
her feet. From a purple-hued body 
emerged a massive head, a vicious 
mouth with lolling red tongue dripping 
blood. From her shoulders writhed 
four sinuous arms. One hand held the 
decapitated head of a man, another 
the gory beheading knife, a third pointed 
toward heaven and a fourth pointed to- 
ward hell.”

I. REVERENCE FOR GOD. The two/ 
preceding Lessons dealt with the firs! 
and second commandments. The third | 
commandment, now awaiting considera: 
tion, forbids false oaths, blasphemy and 
irreverent use of God's holy name  ,, 
“Thou shalt not take the name of the/| 












Lord thy God in vain; for the Lord will J ss 
not hold him guiltless that taketh his mn 





name in vain.” 
Blasphemy is perhaps the most preva 
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lent sin of our times ... and certainly 
the most useless! 


The man who rambles along in con- 
versation, engaging rather unconscious- 
ly in the use of profanity, discredits him- 
self with persons of culture and breed- 
ing. Vulgarity is never permissible. 
It reflects weeds in the garden of 
thought. Dirty words bespeak a dirty 
heart. 

“From within, out of the heart of men, 
proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, forni- 
cations, murders, thefts, covetousness, 
wickedness, deceit, lasciviousness, an 
evil eye, blasphemy, pride, foolishness: 
All these evil things come from within, 
and defile the man.” Mark 7:21-23. 


The third commandment places com- 
mendable restraint upon conversation 
and cultivates a sense of appreciation 
for the majesty of God — without which 
true worship is impossible. 


Il. CHRIST’S CONDEMNATION OF 
BLASPHEMY. Our Lord manifested 
complete and perfect respect for the 
Heavenly Father. We should strive, at 
all times, to follow His example. His 
teaching on oaths and cleanliness of 
conversation is explicit. 

The law of Christ went deeper than 
that of Moses. The Old Testament deals 
with physical ACTS. The New Testa- 
ment deals with heart MOTIVES. Our 
Lord writes His law upon the tablets of 
the soul, rather than tables of stone. 
Right heart attitudes regulate conduct 
and conversation. 


“Thou shalt not forswear thyself, but 
shalt perform unto the Lord thine oaths. 
But I say unto you, Swear not at all.” 


Some very Godly folk interpret this to 
mean that even oaths in civil court 
should not be taken. Under the Ameri- 
can judicial system, the convictions of 
such people are commendably respect- 
ed. There is, however, a deeper mean- 
ing and implication in these words from 
the lips of our Lord. 


Frivolous oaths, with the name of God 
subjected to flippant use, is condemned. 
But the real significance of Christ's 
teaching in Matthew 5:33-37 relates to 
the moral and spiritual standing of His 
followers in the eyes of their fellowmen. 
He expects them to so radiate a spirit 
of piety . . . and reflect qualities of in- 
tegrity from high spiritual altitudes, that 
it will not be necessary to lower their 
standards by superficial oaths in order 
to confirm faith in the veracity of the 
words they speak. 


Thus does the grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, like a tree cast into the bitter 


_ Waters of human corruption, heal and 
_ Sweeten them. 


Ill. BABYLONIANISM AND JUDA- 
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ISM. Like the physician who adminis- 
ters painful treatment for the patient's 
welfare when necessity demands, Jesus 
never hesitated to expose evil where 
conditions warranted doing so. In this 
week’s Lesson, He cuts to the core of 
Judaism and isolates the evil respon- 
sible for His rejection. 








Speaking directly to the Jewish lead- 
ers, He said, “You hypocrites” . and 
denounced them for their “tradition.” 
They had just criticized the disciples for 
failing to observe “the tradition of the 
elders.” 


An apostate priesthood developed 
within Judaism during the Babylonian 
captivity. The Talmud, or writings of 
“the rabbis, had its origin at the same 
time and place. The system expanded 
and overshadowed the Law and Penta- 
teuch. This inhuman, anti-Christ code 
has come to twentieth century fruition 
in the international Communist move- 
ment. The word for Talmudism in the 
New Testament is “tradition.” It caused 
the Jews to reject Jesus Christ as their 
Lord and Saviour. 


Arsene Darmester, who has long been 
recognized in Jewish circles as a lead- 
ing authority on the Talmud, explains 
the relation of Judaism to Talmudism as 
follows: 


“Nothing, indeed, can equal the im- 
portance of the Talmud, unless it be the 
ignorance that prevails concerning it. 
For what is generally known of this 
book? At the utmost its name. People 
have a vague idea that it is a huge, 
strange, fantastic work, written in a still 
more fantastic style, in which bits of all 
sorts of more or less exact knowledge, 
together with dreams and fables, lie 
heaped up with the incoherency of com- 
plete disorder. But it has not yet been 
made plain, that it is the work of a na- 
tion, THE EXPRESSION OF A SOCIAL 
SYSTEM, and that in virtue thereof it 
falls under the laws governing the prog- 
ress of humanity. 


“The influence such a book can wield 
upon the intelligence of a nation is 
patent. The daily study of the Talmud, 
which among Jews began with the age 
of ten to end with life itself necessarily 
was severe gymnastic exercise for the 
mind, thanks to which it acquired IN- 





COMPARABLE SUBTLETY AND ACU- 
MEN. 


“Now Judaism finds its expression in 
the Talmud, which is not a remote sug- 
gestion and a faint echo thereof, but in 
which it has become incarnate, in which 
it has taken form, passing from the state 
of an abstraction into the domain of real 
things. The study of Judaism is that of 
the Talmud, as the study of the Talmud 
is that of Judaism. To wish to under- 
stand one without entering upon the ex- 
planation of the other is chimerical. 
They are two inseparable things, or bet- 
ter, THEY ARE ONE AND THE SAME.”

| JESUS AND THE SABBATH 


Ex. 20:8-11, Mark 2:23-28, 
Matt. 12:9-13. 

















OLDEN TEXT: “This is the day 

which the Lord hath made; We 
will rejoice and be glad in it.” 
Psalms 118:24. 


I. REMEMBER THE SABBATH DAY. 
“Six days shalt thou labour, and do all 
thy work.” The definition of Sabbath is 
“rest from labor.” 


A Christian journalist wrote a book, 
some years ago, entitled, “The Econom- 
ic Waste of Sin.” In one chapter he dem- 
onstrated scientifically that men, beasts 
and machines require rest for one- 
seventh of the time. They live longer, 
wear better and accomplish more by ob- 
serving this rule. 


God sanctified the Sabbath. The word 
“sanctify” means to set apart for special 
use. The Lord’s Day is meant to be a 
blessing, not an impediment, to the be- 
liever. Jesus confirmed this fact when 
He rebuked the Jews for making it a 
burden because of their “tradition.” 


A well known commentator says: 
“Without this consecrated day, religion 
itself would fail and the human mind, 
becoming sensualized, would soon for- 
get its origin and end. Even as a politi- 
cal regulation, it is one of the wisest and 
most beneficient in its effects of any 
ever instituted. Those who habitually 
disregard its moral obligation are 
wretched in themselves and a curse to 
society.” 
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II. JESUS AND THE SABBATH. The 
spiritual aspects of all the Ten Com- 
mandments were carried over from the 
Law into the Church. In this sense, their 
provisions were reinforced, and not dis. 
carded. 


Paul says the Lord Jesus Christ blotted 
out “the handwriting of ordinances that 
was against us, which was contrary to 
us, and took it out of the way, nailing 
it to his cross . . . Let no man judge you 
in meat, or in drink, or in respect of an 
holyday, or of the new moon, or of the 
sabbath days: Which are a shadow of 
things to come: but the body is of 
Christ.” 


Our Lord was resurrected on the first 
day of the week. The Holy Spirit estab- 
lished the Church on the Day of Pente- 
cost, which fell upon the first day of 
the week. Believers assembled the first 
day of the week, “When the disciples 
came together to break bread.” ; 







The book of Galatians was written to 
refute the Judaizers, who attempted to 
bind the ordinances of the Mosaic Law 
upon the Church. Paul admonished | 
Christians to, “Stand fast therefore in the | 
liberty wherewith Christ hath made us 
free, and be not entangled again with 
the yoke of bondage.” The Law was 
only a schoolmaster to prepare men to 
receive the Gospel of grace. When 
students graduate, they are no longer | 
under the domination of the teacher. 


Ill. SERVING ON THE SABBATH. The | 
Jews constantly flouted their “tradition” | 
before the Christ. They tried to trip 
Him, hoping thereby to stir up the rabble 
as an opposition movement. 


Walking through a field on a certain 
Sabbath, the Master and the disciples 
being short of provisions, plucked grain | 
for personal use. The Pharisees con — 
jJemned the act as “not lawful.” 


Jesus never evaded a vital question or 
avoided an important argument. He 
reminded them that David, for whom 
they had greatest respect, had under the |

Il. HOME, THE BULWARK OF CIVI- 
LIZATION. Henry Grady, the great 
Georgia statesman, once told of ‘the thrill 
he experienced the first time he saw 
the Capitol building at Washington. 
For years, expectancy had filled his 
soul in anticipation of the day when he 
would see the massive dome, like a 
towering giant at the end of Pennsy]l- 
vania Avenue. 


Standing there, gazing at the building, 
tears streaming down his cheeks, he 
was heard to exclaim: “So this is the 
HOME of the Nation: so this is the HOME 
of the Nation!” 


But, some time later, after returning 
to his native Georgia, Grady had occa- 
sion to spend a night in a humble plant- 
er’s cottage on a cotton plantation. Be- 
fore retiring, the father called his family 
together and in the flickering light of a 
tallow candle, read a portion of Scrip- 
ture and knelt, with the members of his 
family, for evening prayer. 


Naturally such a sight would leave 
a lasting impression upon a man like 
Stirred again, the statesman 
said: “I was mistaken about the home 
of the Nation being in Washington. That 
pile of marble, magnificent as it is, is 
not the home of the Nation but the home 
of the Nation is found in the dug-out, 
the planter’s home, the cabin, the cottage 
and everywhere where they teach child- 
ren to honor the Word of God.” 


Ill. PARENTS AND CHILDREN. Some- 
one has remarked that there are only 
three kinds of people in the world —

fathers, mothers and children. Paul's 
letter to the Ephesians explains the 
Christian relationship which should exist 
between them: 








“Children, obey your parents in the 
Lord: for this is right. And, ye fathers, 
provoke not your children to wrath: and 
bring them up in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord.” 


He also emphasizes the importance of 
the fifth commandment, by calling at- 
tention to the fact that it is the first with 
a promise attached. 


There is a degree of affectionate res: 
pect due parents which does not belong 
to others. During the formative years ot 
a child’s life, father and mother stand 
to him, in a sense, in the place of God 
... so this commandment enjoins rever- 
ence, respect and kindness to parents 
on the part of the children, similar to 
that demanded from the parents toward 
God. Parents in turn, are to love, nur- 
ture and honor their children, that they 
may be worthy of love, devotion and 
respect. 


The words of the wise Solomon, “Train 
up a child in the way he should go: 
and when he is older he will not depart 
from it,” are as true today, as when 
spoken 1000 B. C. Children taught to 
love and obey God “will rise up” and 
call their parents “blessed.” 
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
